of an Elba man

An Elba man was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Coffee County 
Coroner Bobby Baker after his van 
ran off a county road last Friday eve- 
ning. 

William C, Miller, age 35, of 232 
Morrow Village, Elba, AL was 
killed when he was thrown from his 
1985 Chevrolet van, 

Shortly after 7:00 p.m., an Elba 
police unit attempted to stop a brown 
and beige colored van_ traveling 
south ata high rate of speed on Clax- 
ton Avenue in Elba. 

After making several turns on 
streets in the downtown area and 
narrowly missing other vehicles, the 
van headed south on the Old Samson 
Road, During this time, several pa- 
trol units were attempting to stop the 
vehicle. 

The van, with police in pursuit, 
continued traveling down AL Hwy. 
87 South at a high rate of speed and 
driving very recklessly, 

Elba patrol units were instructed 
to “back off (discontinue — the 
chase); however, they did continue 
to follow the van at a distance with 
Out blue lights and siren due to the 
reckless manner in which the van 
was being driven, 

Officers feared that the van would 
run into another vehicle causing oth- 
ers to be injured, 

After traveling south on AL Hwy, 
87 for several miles, the van turned 
west on Coffee County Road 462. 

The van, still wayeling at a high 
rate of speed, continued on Co. Rd. 
462 for approximately 4 miles be- 
fore leaving the roadway and over- 
turning in a field. Time of the acci- 
dent was at about 7:20 p.m, 

The accident is being investigated 
by the Alabama State Troopers.

Dr.. Stafford Thompson, Interim 
President for Enterprise State Junior 
Colicge, announces that the United 
States Department of Education has 
funded the Success Skills for Textile 
Workers three-year project submit- 
ted by ESJC. This project, which 
will end in 1997, will continue the 
Workforce 2000 Partnership estab- 
lished in 1993 that joined education- 
al institutions and area textile and 
apparel industries. 

The partners for this grant in- 
clude: Enterprise State; MacArthur 
State Technical College (Opp); the 
Southeast Alabama Adult Education 
Network; the Laurens County (South

Second, as a re- 
sult of this instruction, a curriculum 
for textile workers will be revised, 
field tested, and published for na- 
tional distribution. 
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Clinton Does About-Face On Defense Spending 


Last week I wrote in this col 
umn that the Clinton administration’s 
emasculation of our national defense 
is already causing readiness prob- 
lems, something reluctantly admitted 
by the Pentagon's own top brass. Mr. 
Clinton is now backpedaling on some 
of his threatened defense cuts in order 
to protect military readiness. 

After vowing to slash national 
defense spending by $157 billion by 
1999, President Clinton now says he’s 
gone too far and wants to ease off of 
the cuts by $25 billion. His apparent 
about-face is inreality more ofa band 
aid quick-fix than a cure. 

Under the Clinton five-year 
plan defense spending would be 
slashed to 2.8 percent of the Gross 
Domestic Product by the end of the 
decade — the lowest level since the 
Great Depression of the 1930's. 

In a world where determined 
adversaries and proliferating weap- 


,ons of mass destruction still threaten 


our national security, we cannot af- 
ford to short-change our national se- 
curity. Nor can we sacrifice our fu- 
ture military capability and techno- 
logical edge in order to fund more 
social welfare programs today. 

The Clinton Administration’ s 
“Botlom-Up Review” of the military 
claims to embrace the Bush national 
security strategy of maintaining forces 
capable of fighting and winning two 
major wars simultaneously, butit pre- 
tends this can be achieved by dra- 
matically downsizing our military 
force structure and proposing a de- 
fense budget insufficient to fundeven 
those smaller forces. 


Let's look at the numbers. The 
president's own 1995 defense budget 
cuts more than 180,000 active duty, 
reserve, and civilian personnel. By 
1999, nearly 1.2 million personnel 
will be cut from the Pentagon’s rolls 
and the Clinton Administration itself 
estimates that an additional 1.2 mil- 
lion defense-related private sector jobs 
will be lost by 1997. 

Inshort, Clinton defense fund-

To make matters worse, the 
Administration seeks to fund ever 
greater non-defense programs from 
the Pentagon budget. Such programs 
as foreign aid, peacekeeping, defense 
conversion, and environmental re- 
newal, do not belong in a bare bones 
defense budget. 

Meanwhile, training and mili- 
tary exercises so crucial to retaining 
an edge in combat are truncated or 
eliminated, and key research, devel- 
opment, and procurement of high 
technology weapons systems — 
America’s defense future — are be- 
ing sharply curtailed, 

The bottom line is this: Our 
men and women in uniform need our 
full support, not public relations gim- 
mickry trom the White House. 

The new conservative Con- 
gress will have a unique opportunity 
to curb the Clinton Administration’s 
shortsightedness on defense spend- 
ing when it is sworn in next year.

The AP AII-SEC first team was load- 
ed with some of the nation’s top college football players; however, the 
second team was also loaded and gives a real view of just how strong the 
SEC really is, Included among the second team players were Georgia's 
Eric Zier, Alabama’s Michael Proctor, Alabama’s Shannon Brown, Ten- 
nessee’s Ben Talley, Auburn’s Chris Shelling and Mississippi State's Eric 
Mould. Not a bad second string’ 

GOFF GETS FINAL SHOT AT WINNING - It really wasn’t a sur- 
prise that Georgia Athletic Director Vince Dooley gave Coach Ray Goff 
one more chance to be successful as the Bulldogs’ head football coach. 
Dooley was the man that hand-picked Goff for the job and has stuck by 
him throughout his career. The Bulldogs’ tie with Auburn and 48-10 win 
over Georgia Tech didn’t hurt, either, but Goff is only 21-23-1 in the SEC 
in his six years on the job, and those conference losses carry much more 
weight than do the easy wins over teams like Fullerton State. If Goff fails 
to get the job done next season look for him and Dooley to be house hunt- 


ing. 

8-4 RECORD NOT THAT BAD FOR TROJANS - Troy State fans 
were disappointed with the Trojans’ late-season swoon and their early 
exit from the 1-AA playoffs, but the team had to be dog-tired after a 
rugged schedule and may have simply run out of gas. Troy State played 
12 straight games without an open date, including 8 road games in 7 dif- 
ferent states, and that is enough to wear down even an NEL team. If the 
‘94 schedule is a preview of things to come, maybe the Trojans’ move to 
1-AA was a mistake. Playing four home games is bad for recruiting, the 
fans, and the financial statement, and I don’t believe the Trojans can con- 
tinue being successful with such a lopsided slate. Maybe a cure would be 
to look for games against teams closer to home, and renew some old ri- 
valries out of the Gulf South Conference. In-state rivals could be Sam- 
ford, UAB, Jacksonville and Alabama State, with regional rivals to in- 
clude Middle Tennessee, Georgia Southern and Central Florida. The 
schedule could also be spiced up with games against teams like Marshall, 
McNeese, Western Kentucky, Southern Miss, or former foes such as 
North Alabama, Valdosta State, UT Martin, Delta State, Mississippi Col- 
lege or Nichols. The key to Troy State’s football fortunes in 1-AA lie 
with the schedule, not simply money in the bank. 

BOWL SEASON LESS THAN EXCITING - The bow! pairings were 
announced last week and for fans in the Southeast there isn’t a lot to get 
excited about. Some of the bowls to get attention will be the Gator (Ten- 
nessee vs. Va Tech), Peach (Miss State vs. N.C. State), Citrus (Ohio State 
vs. Alabama), Sugar (Florida State vs. Florida) and Carquest (South Car- 
olina vs. Boston College.) Others worth watching may be the In- 
dependence Bowl, with Pat Sullivan’s TCU Horned Frogs going against 
Virginia, and the Freedom Bowl, where Utah will hit the big time with a 
date against Arizona. Bowl match-ups that very few people care about in- 
clude Central Michigan against UNLV in the Las Vegas Bowl, Illinois 
against East Carolina in the Liberty Bowl, Baylor against Washington 
State in the Alamo Bowl, Wisconsin against Duke in the Hall of Fame 
Bowl, and Texas Tech against Southern Cal in the Cotton Bowl. 

WHICH CONFERENCE IS REALLY THE BEST? Judging by 
bowl invitations, the SEC, Big 10 +1, and ACC are all equal with five 
teams making the post-season party. Taking a closer look; however, Flor- 
ida State deserves to be bowling, but if you could put Virginia, North Car- 
olina, N.C, State and Duke in the SEC, they would probably fall far short 
of the wins needed. Over to the Big 10 + 1 and I’ll go along with Penn 
State, Michigan and Ohio State, but with Illinois and Wiscunsin ranking 
high in the standings, it shows how quickly the talent level drops off in 
the conference. By the way, did anyone notice, or even care, that the lame 
duck South “worst” Conference put four teams in the bowls, and would 
have had five if Texas A & M wasn’t on probation. The conference is go- 
ing out with a bang with such powers as TCU, Texas, Baylor and Texas 
Tech all making the party.

An unusually short meeting was 


held Monday by the Coffee County 
Commission, It could have been that 
it was the commission’s Christmas 
gift to members of the media who 
cover the meetings throughout the 
year, 

The meeting consisted mostly of 
routine business matters with the ex 
ception of one item. Marion J. Sand- 
ers was recognized by the commis 
sion for his work in the area of soil 
and water conservation. 

Sanders has served as the district 
supervisor for the Coffee County 
Soil and Water Conservation District 
since May 1959. 

He has worked as a supervisor to 
set an example on his farm by imple- 
menting fresh innovative conserva- 
tion practices 

In addition to his fundamental be- 
lief in conservation on the land, his 
leadership away from the farm has 
benefitted natural resources. 

Sanders has served as a member 
of the State Soil and Water Conser- 
vation Committee for 12 years. Of 
those 12 years, he was chairman of 
the committee for 3 years. 

He has also served as chairman of 
the Coffee County Soil and Water 
Conservation District Board, chair 
man of the Wiregrass RC&D Coun- 


. cil, president of the State Associa- 


tion of Conservation Districts, and 
Alabama NACD (National Associa- 
tion of Conservation Districts) Na- 
tional Councilman for seven years. 
Sanders was instrumental in get 
ting legislation passed which tmple- 
mented a cost share program for con- 
servation projects. He also worked 
for and was successful in obtaining a 
$700 annual grant for each district in 
the state. That amount has grown to

The Elba City Council held two 
meetings Monday evening. This was 
apparently to comply with Alabama 
law which requires the council to 
meet twice every month and at the 
same time free government officials 
to enjoy Christmas. 

They went through the roll call, 
prayer ...the whole bit twice, with 
only a five minute break between. 

The highlight of meeting #1 was 
a report from Council member Bill 
Brunson, chairman of the finance 
committee, that the city’s cash flow 
was improving and he could see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

Brunson said the cash flow was 
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$7,000 since its implementation in 
1973. 

In recognizing Sanders and pre- 
senting him with a framed resolu- 
tion, the commission noted that 
Sanders was a conservation leader 
who has had a great impact upon the 
state and nation, Alabama’s soil, wa- 
ter and related resources have bene- 
fited from his work. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Wilson Mobley presented a re- 
quest from the Coffee County Cattle- 
men’s Association to okay sending 
out bid invitations to: (1) have the 
carpet in the Farm Center Arena pro- 
fessionally cleaned; (2) purchase 
wall panels for the outdoor building 
adjacent to the arena; and (3) con- 
struct a building in which to store 
the panels. 

The funds for these projects will 
come from a grant obtained from the 
state by the Cattlemen’s Association. 

County Engineer Mark Pool sug- 
gested that the commission review 
the county’s subdivision regulation 
and revised it in such a manner to al- 
low a private individual to construct 
a private driveway to a “private sub- 
division,” 

Under existing regulations, sim- 
ply put, anyone selling two or more 
lots constitutes a subdivision which 
must meet the conditions set forth in 
the regulations. 

Pool recommended that the regu- 
lations be amended to allow the con- 
struction of a private driveway pro- 
vided that it is designated as such by 
a sign and noted on the owner’s plat. 
A footage requirement on the right- 
of-way would be included in the 
amendment. 

The commissioners elected to 
study the proposal more before tak- 
ing any action. 

Pool asked the county attorney, 
Kenneth Fuller, about the voting dis- 


improving somewhat, it is still slow 
and on a week-to-week basis, but 
getting some better. 

Brunson reported the committee 
was fairly optimistic the city could 
get through the next few weeks or 
until property tax, etc. starts coming 
in during January. 

He noted that there was some 
$215,000 in short term notes, some

The committee plans to con- 
centrate on retiring those short term 
notes after the final payment is made 
in January on the settlements of the 
wrongful firing lawsuits.

Pearce explained to the board 
members that for the balance of the 
school year, he would be filling in at 
the high school with Assistant Prin- 


cipal David Stokes. 

The superintendent explained that 
Stokes was qualified and doing a 
good job as was the entire staff at the 
central office. “This combination is 
what will allow me to fill this duel 
capacity,” he added. 

A letter from the Alabama De- 
partment of Education  ac- 
knowledged receipt of the annual 
audit of the local schools. It read in 
part: 
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A MAJOR POWER OUTAGE resulted Monday when an earth moving machine hit a guy wire, broke a power 
pole and pulled electrical wires loose from an Elba electrical substation, Directly affected from the outage were the 
hospital and nursing home, city hall and the police department, National Security, Peoples Bank, a number of retail 
businesses and many homes. The accident happened Monday morning and full power wasn’t restored in Elba until 


late Monday afternoon. 


Electric Supervisor Jeff Puckett said, at the scene Monday, that once the repairs are made, his priority was to re- 
engineer the local electric system to prevent such lengthy power outages. He explained that the contractor doing 
work for the state highway department had caused the damage, but he was charged with the responsibility of get- 
ting the damage repaired. Redesigning the system will allow for cutting customers over to other lines in cases 
where service is interrupted because of such problems as experienced Monday and when a car hit a downtown 
power pole in the middle of the night recently, 

Even though it took as long as eight hours to get all businesses back in operation, it would have taken longer 
without the generous help of the Opp utility department, Puckett said, He said they came quickly with needed 
equipment and experienced men to help repair the damage.
